Report  for  the  Year  1948

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

l have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  on  the  health 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Doncaster  for  1948. 

The  estimated  population  was  79,690  and  this  is  8,090  more 
than  the  pre-war  population  of  1938.  The  death  rate  of  10-0  per 

thousand  of  the  population  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 

Doncaster,  and  births  exceeded  deaths  by  718.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  of  1 • 29  deaths  per  thousand  total  births  and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  of  40-3  deaths  per  thousand  live  births 
have  each  been  lower  on  only  one  previous  occasion,  and  the 

stillbirth  rate  of  25-7  stillbirths  per  thousand  total  births  is  the 

lowest  yet  recorded.  One  child  died  from  scarlet  fever,  there  were 
no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  measles,  whooping  cough,  polio- 
myelitis, cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  food  poisoning  or  enteric 
fever.  The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis,  0-43  per  thousand  is 
another  low  record  and  for  the  first  time  there  were  no  deaths 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  These  satisfactory  statistics 
indicate  that  the  health  of  the  town  was  good. 

During  the  year  much  new  legislation  came  into  operation, 
including  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  Children  Act,  1948  and  the  Nurseries 
and  Child-Minders’  Act,  1948.  The  National  Health  Service  Act 
imposes  on  the  Minister  of  Health  the  duty  to  promote  the  establish- 
ment of  a comprehensive  health  service,  and  he  discharges  his  res- 
ponsibilities through  three  main  channels  ; the  hospital  and  special- 
ist services  ;tre  run  by  regional  hospital  boards,  appointed  by  the 
Minister,  which  delegate  the  routine  administration  of  each  group 
of  hospitals  to  a local  hospital  management  committee;  the 
personal  practitioner  services  are  run  by  local  executive  councils, 
one  for  the  area  of  each  health  authority,  and  the  members  ol 
each  executive  council  are  nominated  in  fixed  proportions  bv 
local  practitioners,  the  local  authority  and  the  Minister ; the 
domiciliary,  clinic  and,  when  established,  the  health  centre 
services  are  run  by  the  elected  county  and  county  borough 
councils. 
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Although  this  tripartite  structure  is  undesirable  there  is  no 
alternative  at  present.  To  place  the  responsibility  for  all  three 
branches  of  the  health  service  on  the  regional  hospital  boards, 
selected  by  nomination,  would  be  contrary  to  the  principle  of 
control  by  elected  representatives  ; to  place  the  responsibility  on 
local  authorities  would  be  impracticable  because,  among  other 
reasons,  a substantial  proportion  of  them  as  organised  at  present 
are  too  small  to  make  efficient  units  for  hospital  administration. 
At  this  early  stage  the  defects  of  the  new  system  are  likely  to 
be  more  obvious  than  its  advantages,  which  will  manifest  them- 
selves when  initial  difficulties  have  been  overcome  and  necessary 
adjustments  made.  The  unfortunate  experience  of  children  who 
formerly  had  relied  on  the  school  ophthalmic  service,  the  problems 
resulting  from  the  division  of  the  midwifery,  tuberculosis  and 
infectious  diseases  services,  and  the  difficulty  in  recruiting  dental, 
medical  and  nursing  staffs  due  to  the  higher  rates  of  pay  in  the 
other  branches  of  the  health  service  have  presented  local  authori- 
ties with  serious  problems  but  none  is  incapable  of  solution. 

The  Act  increases  in  many  directions  the  responsibilities  of 
health  authorities  and  in  particular  mental  health,  after-care, 
home  nursing  and  home  helps  are  fields  in  which  there  is  much 
important  work  to  be  done.  Under  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948,  the  local  authority  also  is  called  upon  to  provide  residential 
accommodation  for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  age,  infirmity  or 
other  circumstances,  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  and  to 
make  arrangements  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  blind,  deaf 
or  dumb,  and  others  who  are  permanently  incapacitated.  This 
means  that  under  the  National  Health  Service  and  National 
Assistance  Acts  the  local  authority  should  be  prepared  to  deal 
with  every  person  in  its  area  who  has  physical  difficulties  which 
cannot  be  met  by  calling  in  a medical  practitioner,  or  by  admis- 
sion to  hospital  or  by  making  a money  payment. 

The  need  is  obvious  for  co-operation  between  the  Health 
Department  and  others  of  the  Corporation,  particularly  the 
Children’s,  Civic  Welfare,  Education  and  Housing  Departments 
and  I can  report  that  this  co-operation  is  present  in  full  measure. 
The  arrangement  in  Doncaster  by  which  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  Civic  Welfare  Officer  appears  to  have  much  to 
commend  it  and  the  personal  links  between  the  local  authority 
and  the  Doncaster  Hospital  Management  Committee  have  proved 
helpful. 

The  profusion  of  new  legislation  does  not  lessen  the  need  to 
improve  the  environment  in  which  the  people  live  and  so  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  481  new  houses  were  built  in  the 
borough  in  1948,  bringing  the  total  of  houses  which  have  been 
erected  since  the  war  to  approximately  1,300.  The  need  for  more 
houses  still  is  very  great. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  caused  the  transfer  to  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  of  Springwell  House, 
Hamilton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  Hamilton  Annexe  and  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium,  and  it  is  fitting  that  their 
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staffs  should  know  how  much  their  valuable  services  have  been 
appreciated. 

I wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  the 
Sfood  work  they  have  done  during-  an  eventful  and  difficult  year. 
On  their  behalf,  as  well  as  my  own,  1 wish  to  express  to  the 
Council  and  particularly  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  our  appreciation  of  their  continued  interest, 
encouragement  and  support.

BIRTHS 

The  total  number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  Borough  was 
1515  (182  less  than  in  1947),  giving  a rate  of  19-0  per  1,000 
estimated  resident  population.  The  rate  for  the  whole  country  was 
17*9  and  for  the  126  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  20-0. 

DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1948  was  797  (427  males  and  370 
females),  a decrease  of  144  compared  with  1947  when  there  were 
941  deaths  (512  males  and  429  females).  The  death  rate  was 
10-0  per  1,000  estimated  population  compared  with  a rate  of 
12- 4 in  1947,  and  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Doncaster. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  (accounting  for  91-7%  of  all 
deaths)  were : — 

1.  HEART  DISEASE.  There  were  182  deaths  (22-8%  of  all 
deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  27  less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

2.  CANCER.  There  were  134  deaths  (16-8%  of  all  deaths) 
from  this  cause.  This  is  11  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

3.  INTRACRANIAL  VASCULAR  LESIONS  (Apoplexy)  and 
other  circulatory  diseases.  There  were  117  deaths  (14-7%  of 
all  deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  11  less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

4.  PNEUMONIA.  There  were  56  deaths  (7-0%  of  all  deaths) 

from  this  cause.  This  is  15  less  than  in  the  previous  year.

5.  BRONCHITIS.  There  were  55  deaths  (6-9%  of  all  deaths) 
from  this  cause.  This  is  15  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

6.  PREMATURE  BIRTH,  CONGENITAL  MALFORMA- 
TIONS, BIRTH  INJURIES,  ETC.  There  were  37  deaths 
(4-6%  of  all  deaths)  from  these  causes.  This  is  8 less  than 
in  the  previous  year. 

7.  TUBERCULOSIS.  There  were  34  deaths  (4-3%  of  all 
deaths)  from  this  cause.  This  is  9 less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 


8. 


SUICIDE  AND  VIOLENCE.  There  were  31  deaths 
(3-9%  of  all  deaths)  from  these  eauses.  This  is  20  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  7 deaths  due  to 
suicide  (a  decrease  of  2) , 4 due  to  road  traffic  accidents 
(a  decrease  of  13),  and  20  due  to  other  causes  of  a violent 
nature  (a  decrease  of  5) . 

9.  ABDOMINAL  DISEASES.  There  were  31  deaths  (3-9% 
of  all  deaths)  from  these  causes  from  which  infantile 
diarrhoea  is  excluded.  This  is  3 less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Ulcer  of  the  stomach  or  duodenum  caused  9 (a  decrease 
of  one) , appendicitis  caused  3 (an  increase  of  one) , and 
other  digestive  diseases  caused  19  (a  decrease  of  3). 

10.  NEPHRITIS.  There  were  31  deaths  (3*9%  of  all  deaths) 
from  this  cause.  This  is  2 more  than  in  the  previous  year.  . 

11.  DIABETES.  There  were  8 deaths  (1*0%  of  all  deaths)  from 
this  cause.  This  is  4 more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

12.  INFLUENZA.  There  were  6 deaths  (0-8%  of  all  deaths) 
from  this  disease.  This  is  7 less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

13.  INFANTILE  DIARRHOEA.  There  were  6 deaths  (0-8% 
of  all  deaths)  from  this  disease.  This  is  2 more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

14.  SYPHILITIC  DISEASES.  There  were  3 deaths  (0-4%  of 
all  deaths)  from  this  disease.  This  is  3 less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 


SECTION  I! 

HEALTH  SERVICES  OF  THE  AREA 

A.  HOSPITALS  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES. 

1.  HOSPITALS: 

The  hospitals  in  the  borough  are  : — 

(a)  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary,  Thorne  Road,  a general 
hospital  of  325  beds  occupied  by  acute  cases ; this 
formerly  was  a voluntary  hospital. 
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(b)  Spring-well  House  Infirmary,  Balby,  a hospital  of  146 
beds  occupied  mainly  by  chronic  cases ; this  formerly 
was  owned  by  Doncaster  Corporation.  It  is  attached  to 
Springwell  House  which  accommodates  approximately 
250  residents  who  are  cared  for  by  the  Doncaster 
County  Borough’s  Civic  Welfare  Committee,  although 
about  40%  of  these  residents  come  from  the  area  of 
the  West  Riding  County  Council ; they  consist  largely 
of  people  who  are  aged  or  infirm  : the  proportion  of 
beds  allotted  to  females  is  insufficient.  Part  of  the 
accommodation  in  Springwell  House  is  occupied  by 
mentally  defective  patients  who  should  be  in  a special 
hospital  for  mental  defectives  but  for  whom  unfortu- 
nately no  such  accommodation  at  present  exists. 

(c)  Hamilton  Annexe,  Balby,  a maternity  hospital  of  63 

beds,  in  the  same  building  as  Springwell  House 
Infirmary ; this  formerly  was  owned  by  Doncaster 
Corporation. 

(d)  Hamilton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  Carr  House  Road, 
of  14  beds;  this  formerly  was  owned  by  Doncaster 
Corporation. 

(e)  Doncaster  Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium,  Tickhill 
Road,  containing  72  beds  for  infectious  cases,  and  40  beds 
for  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  ; this  formerly  was 
owned  by  Doncaster  Corporation. 

(f)  Doncaster  Smallpox  Hospital,  Weston  Road,  containing 

24  beds  in  huts  ; this  formerly  was  owned  by  Doncaster 
Corporation . 

(g)  St.  Catherine’s  Institution  for  Mental  Defectives, 
Tickhill  Road,  with  accommodation  for  4*80  patients; 

this  formerly  was  owned  by  the  South-West  Yorkshire 
Joint  Board  consisting  of  the  county  boroughs  of 
Barnsley,  Dewsbury,  Doncaster,  Halifax,  Hudders- 
field, Rotherham  and  Wakefield. 


On  the  5th  July,  1948,  all  these  hospitals  were  transferred  to 
the  Minister  of  Health  who  on  that  day  became  responsible  for 
the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  and  its  associated 
medical,  nursing  and  other  services  and  for  the  provision  of  the 
services  of  specialists.  He  set  up  14  Regional  Hospital  Boards 
in  England  and  Wales,  including  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board  whose  area  includes  Doncaster,  to  administer  on  his  behalf 
the  hospital  and  specialist  services  in  their  areas.  Each  Regional 
Hospital  Board  appointed  Hospital  Management  Committees  to 
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manage  individual  groups  of  hospitals  and  a Doncaster  Hospital 
Management  Committee  was  appointed  to  be  responsible  for  all 
the  hospitals  mentioned  above  and,  in  addition,  the  following 
which  are  outside  the  borough  : — 

(h)  Conisborough  Isolation  Hospital  containing  88  beds  for 

infectious  diseases  ; this  formerly  was  owned  by  the 
Doncaster  and  Mexborough  Joint  Hospital  Board  con- 
sisting of  the  Doncaster  Rural  District  and  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Adwick-le-Street,  Bentley-with-Arksey, 
Conisborough  and  Mexborough. 

(i)  Conisborough  Smallpox  Hospital  containing  60  beds; 

this  formerly  was  owned  by  the  Doncaster  and  Mex- 
borough Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(j)  The  Fullerton  Hospital,  Denaby  Main,  a cottage  hos- 

pital of  41  beds  ; this  formerly  was  a voluntary  hospital. 

(k)  Crookhill  Hall  Sanatorium,  near  Conisborough,  contain- 
ing 44  beds  for  male  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  ; 
this  formerlv  was  owned  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council. 

2.  NURSING  HOMES: 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  four  registered  nursing 
homes  containing  27  beds  for  maternity  cases  and  51  beds  for 
other  cases.  The  homes  have  been  inspected  and  no  unregistered 
homes  came  to  the  notice  of  the  department. 


3.  BACTERIOLOGY : 

Examinations  of  specimens  were  made  during  the  year  for 
the  Health  Department  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Doncaster  Royal 
Infirmary,  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  laboratories  at  Hull, 
Northallerton  and  Wakefield,  and  in  the  Blood  Transfusion 
Centre  at  Sheffield.

B.  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SERVICES. 

1.— GENERAL 


The  Town  Council  submitted  schemes  to  the  Minister  of 
Health,  which  were  accepted,  indicating  the  lines  upon  which  it 
was  proposed  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Local 
Health  Authority  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  scheme  relating  to  care  of  mothers  and  young  children 
provided  for  the  continuance  of  the  existing  facilities  consisting 
of  ante-natal  and  child  welfare  clinics  held  at  Wood  Street,  Balby, 
Wheatley  and  Intake,  the  provision  of  maternity  outfits,  the  post- 
natal clinic,  the  conception  control  clinic,  arrangements  with 
voluntary  organisations  for  the  care  of  unmarried  mothers  and 
their  babies,  the  provision  of  priority  dental  treatment  for 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  school  age, 
the  distribution  of  welfare  foods,  and  day  nursery  provision  for 
120  children  in  three  day  nurseries  at  Elmfield  Park,  Hexthorpe 
and  Balby.  The  scheme  also  provided  for  a closer  integration  of 
the  work  of  the  local  health  authority  and  that  of  the  hospital 
service,  greater  facilities  for  priority  dental  treatment  when 
circumstances  permit,  the  provision  of  additional  day  nursery 
accommodation  and  an  extension  of  the  existing  services  in  the 
Bessacarr  area. 

The  scheme  relating  to  the  midwives  service  called  for  little 
change  in  the  existing  arrangements  which  provided  eight  full- 
time midwives  all  qualified  to  administer  gas  and  air  analgesia. 
Provision  was  made  for  an  increase  of  staff  necessary  to  provide 
one  midwife  for  every  70  domiciliary  births  and  for  the  establish- 
ment of  centralised  booking. 

The  scheme  relating  to  health  visiting  extended  the  duties 
of  health  visitors,  who  previously  had  been  concerned  with  the 
care  of  mothers  and  young  children,  to  include  the  household  as 
a whole.  Provision  also  was  made  for  an  increase  in  the  staff  to 
allow  at  least  one  whole-time  health  visitor  for  every  200  annual 
births  and  for  a scholarship  scheme  to  assist  the  training  of  suitable 
candidates  who  wish  to  undertake  health  visiting. 

The  scheme  relating  to  home  nursing  provided  for  the  transfer 
to  the  local  authority  of  the  staff  of  the  Doncaster  District  Nursing 
Association  and  for  the  subsequent  increase  of  staff  to  provide  one 
home  nurse  for  each  7,500  of  the  population  and,  in  addition, 
assistant  nurses  to  work  under  their  direction. 

The  scheme  relating  to  vaccination  and  immunisation  provided 
for  the  provision  of  facilities  for  both  forms  of  protection  at  child 
welfare  clinics,  at  a special  clinc  and  in  day  nurseries,  and  for  an 
adequate  system  of  records. 

The  scheme  relating  to  the  ambulance  service  provided  for  its 
expansion  if  necessary  to  10  ambulances  and  5 sitting  case  cars 
with  a maximum  of  30  drivers  and  attendants,  and  for  the  provision 
of  a new  ambulance  station  near  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 
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The  scheme  relating  to  the  prevention  of  illness,  care  and 
aftercare  provided  for  sheltered  employment  for  cases’  of 
tuberculosis,  in  a Village  Settlement  if  necessary,  for  assistance 
from  the  Doncaster  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee,  and  for  the 
joint  appointment  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  of  medical 
specialists  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  who  also 
will  be  concerned  in  prevention  and  care  work  under  the  local 
health  authority.  It  provided  for  the  health  visitors  to  see  patients 
in  their  homes  as  soon  as  possible  after  discharge  from  various 
types  of  hospital  if  after-care  is  considered  necessary  by  the 
hospital  service.  It  provided  also  with  regard  to  venereal  disease 
for  the  follow-up  of  persons  under  treatment  or  known  or  believed 
to  be  infected.  Provision  was  made  for  the  further  development 
of  health  education. 

The  scheme  relating  to  domestic  help  provided  for  the 
expansion  of  the  existing  scheme  to  provide  a service  for  lying-in 
women  and  for  persons  who  becaus'e  of  sickness,  infirmity  or 
other  reasons  require  it,  at  charges  depending  upon  the  user’s 
income. 

The  scheme  relating  to  mental  health  provided  for  a single 
service  combining  the  mental  treatment  and  mental  deficiency 
services,  with  the  Health  Committee  responsible  through  its 
Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  for  the  service.

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3.— MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

(a)  INFANT  DEATHS  AND  STILLBIRTHS 

Details  of  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  are 
shown  in  the  following-  table.  The  total  of  61  represents  a rate 
of  40-3  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with  a rate  of  43-6 
in  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths  numbered  40,  giving  a rate  of  25-7  per  thousand 
live  and  still-births  and  0-50  per  thousand  population.  The  rate 
of  25  7 per  thousand  live  and  still-births  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  Doncaster.  This  is  the  second  successive  year  in  which  there 
has  been  a new  low  record.

(c)  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN 


During  the  year  95  live  births  and  4 still-births  were 
illegitimate,  representing  6-4  per  cent,  of  the  total  births,  which 
is  less  than  the  previous  year  when  the  figure  was  6-75  per  cent. 

The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  has  shown  a marked 
decline  from  the  high  figure  of  1945  when  11  1 per  cent,  of  live 
births  were  illegitimate,  for  in  1947  the  proportion  of  illegitimate 
live  births  had  fallen  to  6-7  per  cent,  and  in  1948  to  6-3  per  cent. 
These  figures  are  still  far  above  the  lowest  pre-war  figure  of 
3-5  per  cent,  in  1937. 

There  is  no  special  home  in  Doncaster  for  the  reception  of 
expectant  mothers,  but  the  local  authority  made  a grant  of  £100 
to  the  funds  of  the  local  Moral  Welfare  Association,  and  assists 
in  maintaining  necessitous,  cases  in  special  homes  in  other  areas. 

(d)  SUPPLIES  OF  MILK  AND  FOOD 

Proprietarv  preparations  of  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  malty 
etc.,  are  supplied  at  cost  price  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  5 years  of  age  attending  regularly  at  the  various 
Centres.  In  addition,  the  Centres  act  as  distribution  points  for 
National  Dried  Milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices  supplied  through 
the  Government  scheme,  and  these  articles  can  also  be  obtained 
at  the  Food  Office  and  at  the  Ambulance  Station  in  Balby  Road. 

(e)  DAY  NURSERIES 

During  1948  applications  for  admission  to  the  nurseries  far 
exceeded  the  available  vacancies'.  Each  nursery  has  accommodation 
for  40  children,  but  a slightly  larger  number  are  kept  on  the 
register  as  there  are  always  some  absent.

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(f)  CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 


A list  of  children  notified  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health 
Act  is  kept  at  the  Health  Office.  All  these  children  are  visited 
frequently  by  the  health  visitors  in  the  course  of  their  hormal 
duties. 

There  were  4 children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  future  care  of  these  children  will  be  transferred  to  the 
Children’s  Department. 


(g)  ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 

This  clinic  is  held  twice  each  month  at  Wood  Street  Clinic 
under  the  care  of  a visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  It  is  a combined 
clinic  for  children  both  of  school  age  and  below  school  age.  The 
clinic  has  not  been  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
and  it  remains  the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority. 

Children  requiring"  treatment  are  referred  to  hospital  or  to 
the  nursery  class  at  the  Open  Air  School  or  to  the  ultra-violet 
light  clinic,  or,  since  its  opening  on  the  2nd  October,  1948,  to 
the  Remedial  Clinic  at  Sandford  Road. 

During  the  year  55  new  cases  of  children  below  school  age 
attended  the  clinic,  and  old  and  new  cases  made  294  attendances. 

(h)  ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT 

v» 

This'  clinic  continued  its  work  throughout  the  year.  It  is  used 
for  the  treatment  of  nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  infants, 
children  below  school  age,  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  also  for  the 
school  health  service. 

During*  the  year  mothers  made  361  attendances  and  children 
below  school  age  made  4,695. 


(i)  DISEASES  OF  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT 

Children  suffering  from  defects'  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat 
can  attend  the  aural  clinic  provided  for  school  children,  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Petty.  Although  this  clinic  continues  to  be  held 
each  week  in  the  Wood  Street  Clinic,  it  is  "now  the  responsibility 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

During  the  year  84  children  below  school  age  made  attendances 
at  the  clinic  and  271  attendances  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  for 
intermediate  treatment.

In  addition,  inspections  wefe  made  of  5 children  below  school 
age  after  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 


(j)  ERRORS  OF  REFRACTION 

Children  below  school  age  attend  the  refraction  clinics 
provided  primarily  for  school  children.  These  clinics,  staffed  by 
specialists,  are  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  but  they  continue  to  be  held  in  the  Wood  Street  Clinic. 

During  the  year  52  children  below  school  age  attended  the 
refraction  clinics  for  the  first  time,  23  on  account  of  squint  and 
29  for  other  conditions.  In  addition,  16  children  who  had  attended 
in  previous  years  came  for  re-examination. 


(k)  MINOR  AILMENTS 

Arrangements  exist  for  young  children  suffering  from  minor 
ailments  to  be  treated  together  with  children  of  school  age  at  the 
Minor  Ailment  Clinic.  The  majority,  however,  are  referred  to  their 
own  doctor  for  treatment. 


(1)  INFESTATION 

The  parents  of  children  infested  with  head  lice  are  instructed 
to  deal  with  the  condition  and  are  provided  with  a proprietary 
preparation  to  assist  in  the  cleansing  of  the  hair,  and  in  cases 
where  they  are  unsuccessful  the  children  are  treated  in  fhe  Wood 
Street  clinic  where  a new  cleansing  centre  was  brought  into 
operation  in  September,  1948.  In  day  nurseries,  children  are 
admitted  only  if  they  are  completely  free  from  infestation,  and 
subsequently  they  are  inspected  daily  and  treated  in  the  nursery 
if  it  is  necessary. 

The  decline  in  the  incidence  of  infestation  amoag  school 
children  indicates  that  standards  of  cleanliness  are  improving.  In 
1939,  511  school  children  were  excluded  because  of  vermin,  in 
1943  the  exclusions  reached  their  maximum  of  929,  and  in  1948 
they  had  fallen  to  360.  Throughout  this  period,  the  same  standard 
has  been  adopted,  which  is  that  any  child  with  nits,  however  few, 
is  excluded. 
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4— PRIORITY  DENTAL  SERVICES 

Mr.  H.  L.  Grimshaw,  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  reports  that 
the  facilities  offered  for  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  for  children  under  school  age  continued 
as'  before. 

These  facilities  are  available  only  to  those  women  and  children 
who  attend  the  Ante-natal  or  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Detail®  of 
the  treatment  provided  are  given  below  :

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5.— MIDWIFERY 

(a)  GENERAL 

When  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation 
on  the  5th  July,  1948,  Hamilton  Lodge  Maternity  Home  and 
Hamilton  Annexe  ceased  to  belong  to  Doncaster  Corporation  and 
were  transferred  to  the  Minister  of  Health.  At  the  same  time  the 
ante-natal  care  of  patients  who  had  booked  accommodation  in 
them  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  Ante-natal  clinics  for  patients'  who  intend  to  have  their 
babies  at  home  are  still  provided  by  the  local  authority. 

Consultant  obstetric  and  ante-natal  work  carried  out  by 
Mr.  D.  R.  L.  Stevenson  and  Miss  C.  E.  Peaker  also  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  the 
5th  July. 

(b)  GENERAL  MIDWIFERY  PROVISION 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  private  miclwives  and 
seven  municipal  midwives  attending  patients  in  their  homes.  The 
local  authority’s  rapid  development  of  the  Wheatley  Park  housing- 
scheme  caused  a substantial  increase  in  the  work  at  the  Wheatley 
end  of  the  town,  an  increase  likely  to  be  accelerated  by  the 
development  of  the  Clay  Lane  estate,  for  the  birth  rate  among 
the  residents  in  the  new  estates  is  higher  than  in  the  town  as  a 
whole  because  the  majority  of  them  are  young  couples  who 
previously  have  not  had  a house  of  their  own.  Similarly,  as  the 
Intake  estate  is  extended,  the  work  there  will  increase  out  of 
proportion  to  the  increased  number  of  residents  in  the  area. 

Institution  beds  for  maternity  cases  provided  at  the  end  of 
the  year  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  the  Council’s  former 
premises  consisted  of  14  beds  in  Hamilton  Lodge  Maternity  Home 
and  63  beds  in  Hamilton  Annexe  at  Springwell  House  Hospital.  In 
addition,  private  beds  were  provided  in  one  maternity  home  and 
in  one  general  nursing  home.

(d)  ANTE-NATAL  CARE 

Four  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  each  week  (at  Wood  Street, 
Balby,  Wheatley  and  Intake)  and  998  expectant  mothers  of  whom 
706  were  new  cases  attended  during  the  whole  year.  For  the 
part  of  the  year  from  5th  July  onwards  406  expectant  mothers, 
of  whom  246  were  new  cases,  attended. 

A new  ante-natal  clinic  was  opened  in  All  Saints’  Church  Hall, 
Cumberland  Avenue,  Intake,  in  September,  1948.  Previously, 
expectant  mothers  from  Intake  had  visited  either  the  Wood  Street 
or  Wheatley  Clinics,  and  although  their  number  hardly  justified 
the  provision  of  a special  clinic  for  them,  it  was  felt  that  in  view' 
of  the  big'  number  of  new  houses  beginning  to  be  built  at  Intake 
a clinic  should  be  ready  there  for  the  new  residents,  most  of  whom 
Avould  be  young  married  people.

The  consulting  ante-natal  clinics  held  once  weekly  by  Mr. 
D.  R.  L.  Stevenson  and  Miss  C.  E.  Peaker  ceased  to  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  authority  on  the  5th  July.  They  have 
continued  as  part  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  service. 


(e)  POST-NATAL  CLINIC 

During  the  year  222  women  attended  the  clinic  as  new  cases 
and  there  were  289  attendances. 
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(f)  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

During'  the  year  55  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were 
received,  including  20  cases  of  septic  abortion,  and  they  were 
all  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


(g)  MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

Two  maternal  deaths  occurred  of  Doncaster  residents  during 
the  year.  One  patient  delivered  at  home  died  from  pulmonary 
embolism  and  the  other  died  in  hospital  following  an  operation 
at  which  a ruptured  full -term  extra-uterine  pregnancy  was  found. 

(h)  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

With  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  on 
July  5th,  free  maternity  outfits  were  provided  for  mothers  who 
had  their  confinements  at  home.  Outfits  were  provided  in  260 
cases. 

(1)  CONCEPTION  CONTROL  CLINIC 

This  clinic  is  limited  to  married  women  wbo  for  medical 
reasons  should  avoid  further  pregnancies. 

During  the  year  35  new  cases  were  seen  and  there  was  a total 
of  93  attendances'. 


6— HEALTH  VISITING. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  staff  of  health  visitors 
had  dwindled  to  five  full-time  and  one  part-time  nurse  working- 
under  the  supervision  of  a chief  health  visitor.  The  scheme 
adopted  by  the  Council  by  which  suitable  candidates  receive 
financial  assistance  to  train  as  health  visitors  now  has  begun  to 
produce  results  in  arresting  the  increasing  shortage. 

The  continuation  of  the  scheme  is  essential  as  the  need  for 
Health  Visitors  is  increasing.  Apart  from  acting  as  school 
nurses  and  tuberculosis  visitors,  their  work  in  recent  years  has 
been  largely  confined  to  supervising  the  welfare  of  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  school  age.  The  National  Health 
Service  Act  has  placed  on  health  authorities  new  responsibilities 
relating  to  the  prevention  of  illness,  the  care  of  persons  suffering- 
from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  or  the  after  care  of  such 
persons.  Those  most  familiar  with  the  work  of  health  visitors  are 
confident  that  they  are  the  most  suitable  group  to  undertake  these 
new  duties,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  part  '-elating-  to 
mental  health,  and  that  they  will  achieve  the  same  marked  success 
in  this  wider  field  as  they  have  achieved  in  the  past  in  their  more 
limited  sphere. 


To-day  much  is  said  and  written  about  the  importance  of 
having-  specially  trained  people  to  perform  these  duties  and  a 
variety  of  types  of  social  workers  are  pressing-  their  claims  to 
undertake  them  after  what  appears  to  be  short  and  inadequate 
training.  Associated  with  these  claims  is  a tendency  to  doubt  the 
suitability  of  health  visitors  to  do  this  work,  but  certainly  there 
is  no  justification  for  believing-  that  less  suitable  trained  people 
would  do  it  better.  The  suggestion  is  sometimes  made  that  a 
nursing  training  is  not  only  unnecessary  but  even  a disadvantage 
for  workers  in  the  health  service.  Those  in  closest  touch  with 
the  day  to  day  working  of  the  service  know  that  this  is  untrue.

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7 . HOME  NURSING 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local 
authority  to  make  provision  for  a home  nursing  service,  either 
by  employing  nurses  themselves  or  by  making  arrangements  with 
voluntary  organisations  to  provide  the  service.  As  the  Doncaster 
and  District  Nursing  Association  did  not  wish  to  continue  in 
existence  merely  to  act  as  the  local  authority’s  agents,  it  was 
agreed  to  transfer  their  staff,  consisting  of  a senior  nurse  and 
three  district  nurses,  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  which 


was  done  on  the  5th  July,  1948.

DOMESTIC  HELP 

At  the  beginning  of  1947  a service  of  Home  Helps  was 

established,  whose  duties  were  to  assist  in  the  homes  of  lying-in 

women  and  in  exceptional  cases  to  assist  in  the  homes  of  the  sick 

and  infirm.  In  1947,  they  attended  47  cases,  of  which  42  were 
midwifery  cases. 

At  the  beginning  of  1948,  six  full-time  home  helps  were 

employed.  By  the  5th  July  the  service  had  attended  31  maternity 
cases  and  14  non-maternity  cases  and  the  staff  consisted  of  7 
full-time  and  2 part-time  workers.  After  the  5th  July,  the  service 
became  equally  available  for  maternity  and  non-maternity  cases, 
and  from  that  date  until  the  end  of  the  year  34  maternity  cases 
and  30  other  cases  were  attended,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
staff  consisted  of  6 full-time  and  6 part-time  workers. 

During  the  whole  year,  therefore,  the  Service  attended  65 
maternity  cases'  and  44  non-maternity  cases,  a total  of  109. 
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9. — VACCINATION  AND  I IV?  M U N IS  ATI  ON 

(a)  VACCINATION 

The  Vaccination  Acts  were  repealed  when  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  came  into  operation,  and  vaccination  now  is  voluntary. 
It  can  be  carried  out  either  by  the  family  practitioner  or  at  the 
health  department’s  clinics. 

Since  the  5th  July,  40  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the 
staff  of  the  health  department  and  56  by  general  practitioners. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  74  children  are  known  to  have 
been  vaccinated  by  general  practitioners. 

(b)  IMMUNISATION 

Immunisation  was  continued  at  the  clinic,  Wood  Street  ; 
the  welfare  centre,  in  schools  and  in  day  nurseries ; in 
addition,  general  practitioners.  also  immunise  their  patients. 

During  the  year  1102  children  received  a full  course  of 
immunisation,  of  whom  881  were  under  5 years  of  age.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  36- 1 per  cent,  of  the  children 
under  5 years  of  age,  and  60-9  per  cent,  of  the  children  of  school 
age,  had  been  immunised,  or  51 -3  per  cent,  of  the  total  child 
population. 

10. — AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  was  established  on  the  1st  July,  1945, 
to  continue  the  service  provided  during  the  war  by  the  Civil 
Ambulance  Service  ; a small  charge  was  made  to  those  able  to  pay. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Ambulance  Service  undertook 
additional  duties.  These  consisted  of  the  ambulance  service 
provided  by  the  police  for  accidents  and  emergencies,  the 
ambulance  service  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  ambulance 
service  at  Springwell  House  Infirmary.  On  the  same  day  it  became 
a free  service. 

The  work  done  by  the  service  increased  steadily  from  its 
inception  in  1945  until  the  5th  July,  1948.  Since  the  latter  date 
it  has  increased  very  much  indeed,  as  the  following  table  shows ;

About  60  per  cent,  of  the  hospital  journeys'  and  mileage  were 
concerned  with  the  Royal  Infirmary  ; 63  per  cent,  of  the  calls 

from  Doncaster  Corporation  were  for  transport  of  municipal 
midwives,  and  the  remainder  included  calls  concerned  with  the 
Civic  Welfare  Department,  the  Mental  Health  Service  and  the 
Racecourse  ; the  journeys  made  by  the  Ambulance  Service  for  the 
Ambulance  Service  consist  of  journeys  to  a petrol  pump  situated 
2\  miles  from  the  Ambulance  Station,  to  which  some  of  the 
vehicles  must  go  to  fill  up  with  “white”  petrol;  the  reciprocal 
services  are  journeys  made  by  the  Doncaster  Ambulance  Service 
on  behalf  of  other  health  authorities,  and  consisted  of  1152  miles 
run  on  behalf  of  the  West  Riding,  93  miles  on  behalf  of  Leeds 
and  44  miles  on  behalf  of  Sheffield  ; the  West  Riding  Ambulance 
Service  ran  3 miles  for  Doncaster.  It  will  be  observed  that 
emergency  calls  accounted  for  only  6 per  cent,  of  the  calls  and 
3 4 per  cent,  of  the  mileage. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  the  Ambulance 
Officer  (Mr.  L.  Biggs) , a foreman  driver,  17  drivers,  4 ambulance 
attendants,  one  part-time  ambulance  attendant  who  also  acts  as 
cleansing'  assistant  in  connection  with  disinfestation,  and  two 
clerks. 
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The  vehicles  consisted  of  8 ambulances  (two  manufactured 
in  1935,  one  in  1936,  two  in  1937,  one  in  1938  and  two  in  1948) 
and  4 sitting  case  cars  (three  manufactured  in  1936,  and  one  in 
1948).  Two  of  the  ambulances  are  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  used  only  for  infectious  diseases. 

The  present  ambulance  station  is  a single-storeyed  disused 
school  with  a basement,  the  ground  floor  of  which  is  shared  with 
the  Watch  and  Education  Committees,  and  the  basement  is  used 
for  garaging  the  vehicles.  The  approach  is  unsatisfactory,  the 
vehicles  must  be  parked  on  a steep  slope,  the  site  is  inconvenient, 
and  the  accommodation  is  becoming  inadequate  for  the  growing 
fleet  of  vehicles.  Steps,  are  being  taken  to  obtain  a new  ambulance 
station. 

11.— MENTAL  HEALTH 

(a)  Administration. 

Before  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force, 
patients  who  were  mentally  ill  and  who  were  not  treated  privately 
were  dealt  with  by  the  Social  Welfare  Department  (succeeding 
the  former  Public  Assistance  Department)  through  its  welfare 
officers  (succeeding  the  former  Relieving  Officers)  who  made 
arrangements  for  their  admission  to  hospitals  maintained  by  the 
West  Riding  Mental  Hospitals’  Board  with  or  without  a 
preliminary  period  of  observation  in  Springwell  House  Infirmary, 
Doncaster.  On  the  4th  July,  1948,  Doncaster  was  responsible  for 
173  patients  in  mental  hospitals  and  for  20  chronic,  harmless  and 
generally  elderly  patients  occupying  accommodation  in  Springwell 
House.  On  that  day  these  hospital  patients  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  Social 
Welfare  Department  ceased  to  exist,  and  the  health  authority 
became  responsible  for  arranging  the  admission  to  hospital  of 
the  mentally  ill,  and  for  their  after-care. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  also  caused  a redistribution 
of  the  duties  relating  to  the  mentally  defective.  Defectives  usually 
are  ascertained  through  the  School  Health  Service ; provision 
exists  in  a special  school  for  educationally  subnormal  children, 
but  some  suffer  from  such  a degree  of  defect  that  they  cannot 
derive  benefit  from  education  even  in  a special  school  from  which 
therefore  they  are  excluded  and  they  passed,  before  5th  July, 
1948,  to  the  Committee  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective. 
This  Committee  was  also  responsible  for  those  children  who  on 
leaving-  the  Special  School  at  the  age  of  16  were  regarded  as  likelv 
to  require  supervision  in  adult  life,  for  markedly  defective  children 
under  school  age,  and  for  adults  who  were  ascertained  to  be  men- 
tally defective.  The  committee  dealt  with  the  defectives  by  super- 
vising them  in  their  homes,  or  by  supervising  them  in  their  homes 
and  also  allowing  them  to  attend  the  Occupation  Centre  daily,  or  by 
admitting  them  to  an  institution  for  the  mentally  defective  (which 
in  recent  years  has  always  been  St.  Catherine’s,  Doncaster, 
maintained  by  the  wSouth  West  Yorkshire  Joint  Board  for  the 
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Mentally  Defective)  or  by  placing  them  under  guardianship  in  a 
private  house,  usually  that  of  the  parent  or  other  relative  who  was 
appointed  their  guardian  and  who  received  payment  for  so  acting. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  maintenance  of  defectives  in 
institutions,  including  St.  Catherine’s,  became  the  responsibility 
of  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  their  care  and  after-care  in  the 
community  became  the  responsibility  of  health  committees  of  local 
health  authorities. 

Doncaster  as  a local  health  authority  was  required  to  submit 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  proposals  for  the  mental  health  services 
which  it  was  intended  to  provide.  These  proposals,  which  received 
the  approval  of  the  Minister,  established  a Mental  Health  Service 
of  the  local  authority  which  combines  the  mental  treatment  and 
mental  deficiency  services.  The  Council  established  a Mental 
Health  Sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee  to  deal  with  the 
Mental  Health  Service  and  it  meets  in  alternate  months. 

Two  authorised  officers  were  appointed  ; the  senior,  Miss  C. 
Roper,  is  a mental  nurse  with  experience  in  mental  illness  and 
mental  deficiency  both  in  hospital  and  as  a domiciliary  visitor  ; 
the  other,  Mr.  D.  Twivey,  previously  was  on  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Assistance  and  Social  Welfare  Department,  where  he  had 
experience  of  the  initial  proceedings  in  providing  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness ; after 

appointment  they  both  attended  a special  course  for  authorised 
officers  held  at  Sheffield  University  ; in  addition  to  being  authorised 
officers  they  also  undertake  the  duties  of  mental  health  visitors. 
The  petitioning  officer  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  has  for 
many -years  been  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  Town  Clerk  and 
this  arrangement  continues  with  Mr.  J.  C.  Morris  carrying  out 
the  duties  ; the  proposals  approved  by  the  Minister  allow  for  the 
appointment  in  the  future  of  authorised  officers  as  petitioning 
officers.  The  staff  of  the  Occupation  Centre  consists  of  a 

supervisor,  Miss  Thorp,  who  is  a mental  nurse,  and  two  assistants  t 
the  proposals  allow  for  additions  to  the  staff  as  the  attendance 
increases.  Assistant  medical  officers  of  health  and  assistant  school 
medical  officers  with  suitable  qualifications  or  experience  will 
undertake  duties  in  connection  with  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts 
and  Dr.  W.  Lomax,  deputy  medical  officer  of  health,  is  doing  this 
work  ; the  proposals  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a part-time 
Medical  Officer  of  Mental  Health,  who  will  be  a specialist  medical 
officer  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  but  so  far  this  post  has 
not  been  filled. 

In  mental  deficiency  there  is  close  co-ordination  with  St. 
Catherine’s  Institution,  which  is  situated  in  the  borough,  and 
patients  on  licence  from  the  institution  are  supervised,  by  the 
authorised  officers  acting  as  mental  health  visitors.  There  is  scope 
for  closer  co-ordination  with  the  mental  hospitals  ; at  present  the 
authorised  officers  take  patients  to  the  mental  hospital  in  Sheffield 
and  discuss  the  cases  with  the  medical  staff  who  admit  them  ; 
when  a patient  is  discharged  the  only  information  which  this 
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department  receives  is  notification  that  the  patient  has  left  the 
hospital  and  returned  to  a Doncaster  address.  This  defect  could 
be  overcome  by  sending  an  adequate  confidential  report  to  the 
Health  Department,  combined  with  a discussion  between  our 
mental  health  visitors  and  either  the  hospital’s  psychiatrist  or 
psychiatric  social  worker.  Close  co-ordination  would  also  be 
achieved  by  our  mental  health  visitors  attending  the  psychiatric 
clinics  held  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  this  is  being'  arranged.  At 
present  no  officers  are  employed  jointly  by  the  local  authority 
and  the  hospital  service,  neither  are  any  duties  delegated  to 
voluntary  associations. 

A long-standing  defect  in  Doncaster  is  the  total  absence  of 
accommodation  in  a local  general  hospital  to  which  cases  can  be 
admitted  for  observation  and  treatment  before  deciding  whether 
treatment  in  a mental  hospital  is  necessary. 


(b)  WORK  UNDERTAKEN  IN  1948 

(i)  Prevention,  Care  and  After-Care 

The  duly  authorised  officers  acting  as  mental  health  visitors 
have  undertaken  this  work.  They  brought  several  patients  to  the 
notice  of  general  practitioners  who  referred  them  to  psychiatric 
out-patient  clinics  ; they  found  suitable  employment  for  other 
patients  who  had  fallen  out  of  work  and  were  becoming  despondent. 
They  visited  25  patients  who  had  been  discharged  from  hospital, 
interviewed  their  relatives  and  where  necessary  obtained 
employment  for  the  patient  or  effected  a change  of  employment. 


(ii)  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts 

On  the  4th  July,  1948,  there  were  173  rate-aided  Doncaster 
patients  in  mental  hospitals  and  20  chronic  cases  in  Springwell 
Hou  se.  From  that  date  until  the  end  of  the  year  the  duly 
authorised  officers  dealt  with  35  patients  ; of  these,  5 males  and 
13  females  were  admitted  to  mental  hospitals  as  certified  patients, 
4 males  and  11  females  as  voluntary  patients,  and  one  male  and 
one  female  as  temporary  patients. 

(iii)  Mental  Deficiency  Acts 

During  the  year  9 defectives  were  ascertained ; 5 were 

children  of  school  age  reported  by  the  Education  Authority  as 
ineducable,  3 were  reported  by  the  Education  Authority  as 
requiring  further  supervision  on  leaving  the  special  school  at  the 
age  of  16,  and  one  was  ascertained  by  other  means.  Institutional 
accommodation  was  provided  for  two  of  these  defectives  and  7 
were  placed  under  statutory  supervision.

(c)  AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

Patients  are  removed  in  either  an  ambulance  or  a sitting  case 
car  provided  by  the  Council’s  Ambulance  Service,  which  the  duly 
authorised  officer  can  call  upon  whenever  transport  is  required. 
Each  patient  is  accompanied  by  an  authorised  officer,  and  in  the 
case  of  a female  patient  the  authorised  officer  always  is  Miss 
Roper.  If  additional  assistance  is  required,  the  Ambulance  Service 
provides1  an  attendant.  The  arrangements  have  worked 
satisfactorily  and  smoothly. 

12.— WELFARE  OF  THE  BUND 

The  Council  established  a Civic  Welfare  Committee  to 
perform  their  duties  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  which  include  arranging  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind. 
Provision  is  being  made  by  that  Committee  for  home  teaching, 
workshop  employment,  home  employment,  the  marketing  of 
produce,  hostel  accommodation,  the  finding  of  suitable  employment 
in  open  industry,  and  for  the  general  social  welfare  of  the  blind. 
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The  number  of  cases'  registered  during  the  year  was  5 and 
the  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  118.

13.— NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  SECTION  47 

Section  47  of  this  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  5th  July, 
1948,  provides  for  people  who  being  seriously  ill  or  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and  are  unable  to  secure  proper  care  and  attention.  If  the  medical 
officer  of  health  certifies  that  it  is  necessary  to  remove  any  such 
person,  the  Town  Council  may  apply  to  a court  of  summary 
jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  removal  to  a suitable  hospital  or 
other  place  for  an  initial  period  not  exceeding  three  months  which 
may  subsequently  be  extended  by  the  court  to  six  months. 

The  new  procedure  is  helpful  in  dealing  with  very  difficult 
problems  although  the  fact  that  the  Town  Council,  which  meets 
only  once  a month,  is  the  appropriate  authority,  may  cause  delay 
in  obtaining  permission  to  applv  to  the  court  for  an  order. 

One  case  was  dealt  with  under  this  section.  The  patient  was 
a widow  of  75  without  any  near  relatives,  living  alone  in  a house, 
who  was  so  infirm  that  she  had  difficulty  in  standing  without 
assistance.  She  appeared  to  have  remained  unwashed  for  weeks, 
the  house  was  untidy  and  dirty  and  her  bedclothes  apparently 
had  not  been  changed  for  months.  The  patient  was  kept  under 
observation  for  some  weeks',  she  declined  help  of  any  kind,  and 
resolutely  refused  to-  enter  institutional  accommodation  available 
for  her  on  J;he  completely  imaginary  grounds  that  her  neighbour, 
whose  husband  was  ill,  could  not  manage  without  her  assistance. 
Finally,  she  was  found  in  a collapsed  condition  with  a strong 
smell  of  gas.  in  the  house  due  to  the  partial  corrosion  of  a gas' 
main  in  the  cellar.  An  order  was  obtained  from  the  court  for  her 
removal  to  Springwell  House  for  a period  of  three  months,  and 
before  the  period  had  elapsed  she  expressed  her  satisfaction  with 
her  new  surroundings  and  her  intention  to  remain  there 
indefinitely. 


One  other  case  occurred  in  which  action  was  considered 
necessary.  An  unmarried  woman  of  80  without  any  near  relatives 
was  the  sole  occupant  of  a house  which  she  owned.  Her  living- 
room  was  dirty,  the  scullery  contained  quantities  of  decomposing 
food  and  the  bedroom  contained  a bed  on  which  were  bedclothes 
which  appeared  to  have  remained  unwashed  for  months.  The 
patient  had  not  been  washed  for  weeks,  her  hair  was  matted, 
her  clothing"  was  in  a filthy  condition,  she  was  unsteady  on  her 
legs  and  she  was  almost  blind.'  Kind  neighbours  bought  her  food 
and  frequently  cooked  meals  for  her,  but  she  refused  to  allow  them 
to  touch  the  house.  She  was  offered  either  help  in  the  house  or 
institutional  accommodation,  but  she  refused  both  on  the  grounds 
that  she  obviously  must  be  fit  to  live  alone  as  she  already  had  done 
so  for  something  like  30  years.  It  was  decided  to  adopt  the 
appropriate  procedure,  which  is  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  report  the  case  to  the  Civic  Welfare  Committee,  secure  their 
decision  to  apply  for  an  order  and  await  confirmation  of  this 
decision  by  the  Town  Council,  which  is  the  appropriate  authority, 
and  then  apply  to  the  Court  for  an  order  for  removal.  A certificate 
was  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Civic  Welfare  Committee 
stating  that  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  patient,  but  before 
the  committee  had  an  opportunity  to  consider  it,  the  patient  was 
found  suffering  from  injuries  due  to  falling  downstairs,  and  she 
was  promptly  removed  to  hospital  where  she  still  remains'.  This 
case  demonstrates  the  danger  associated  with  the  inevitable  delay 
in  securing  the  necessary  order  for  removal. 

14—  CHILDREN  ACT 

When  this  Act  came  into  force  on  5th  July,  1948,  it  transferred 
to  the  new  Children’s  Department  the  duties  relating  to  Child 
Life  Protection  formerly  performed  by  the  Health  Department. 
The  new  Children’s  Committee  of  the  local  authority  experienced 
delay  in  establishing  its  department  and  the  Health  Department 
continued  to  supervise  foster  children  through  frequent  risks  from1 
health  visitors. 

There  were  4 children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

15.— THE  NURSERIES  AND  CHILD-MINDERS 
REGULATION  ACT,  1948 

This  Act  imposes  on  local  health  authorities  a duty  to  register- 
nurseries  and  child-minders  and  to  supervise  them.  Excluded  from 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  hospitals,  schools  and  institutions 
maintained  by  Government  departments  or  local  authorities, 
children  whose  care  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Control  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  nurseries  maintaining* 
children  for  longer  periods  than  six  days,  children  cared  for  by 
relatives,  foster  children  and  children  boarded  out  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act. 

No  nurseries  or  child-minders  are  known  to  be  liable  for 
registration  under  this  Act.

16.— HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Every  month  one  thousand  copies  of  “Better  Health”  and 
hundreds  of  leaflets,  an  health  subjects  are  distributed,  and  three 
sites  are  used  for  displaying-  posters  which,  like  “Better  Health” 
and  the  leaflets,  are  prepared  for  local  authorities  by  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education.  Newspaper  publicity  again  was 
used  to  assist  the  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  and  an  eight- 
page  pamphlet  giving  full  information  about  (he  local  authority’s 
health  services  as  well  as1  those  of  the  Doncaster  Executive  Council 
was  prepared  and  distributed  to  every  house  in  the  borough  when 
the  National  Health  Service  came  into  operation.  The  staff  of 
the  Health  Department  accept  many  invitations  to  address 
organised  groups  of  people  on  health  subjects. 

The  main  opportunities  for  health  education,  however,  occur 
during'  interviews,  with  people  attending  the  clinics,  during  the 
visits  of  health  visitors,  to  the  homes  of  the  people,  and  when  the 
sanitary  inspectors  are  carrying  out  their  duties.

1— SCARLET  FEVER 

The  corrected  number 

of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during 

the  year  was  152  (compared  with  91  in 

1947).  The  cases  were

2—  DIPHTHERIA 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  10  and  all  cases 
were  transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  diagnosis  was 
confirmed  in  5 cases.  In  two  cases'  the  diagnosis  was  changed  to 
laryngitis,  and  in  the  other  cases  to  otitis  media,  tonsillitis  and 
Vincent’s  angina  respectively.  Of  the  five  cases  confirmed  as 
suffering  from  diphtheria  three  were  under  the  age  of  15  years, 
one  of  whom  had  been  immunised.  There  were  no-  deaths  due 
to  the  disease. 

3—  CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  In  one  of  these 
cases  the  diagnosis  was  altered  subsequently  to  influenza.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

4—  ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  One  of  these  wa£ 
an' infant  not  normally  resident  in  the  borough  who  was  a patient 
in  the  Royal  Infirmary.  The  other,  a girl  aged  9,  recovered  from 
an  attack  which  resulted  in  severe  paralysis  requiring  prolonged 
orthopaedic  treatment. 

5—  ERYSIPELAS 

Nine  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified,  but  one  patient  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  contact  dermatitis  due  to  the  use  of  a 
hair  dye.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this'  disease. 

6—  PARATYPHOID  B 

One  case  was  notified  of  a boy  who  was  admitted  from 
outside  the  borough  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  subsequently 
transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  he  recovered. 

7—  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

During  the  year  55  cases  were  notified,  including  20  cases 
of  septic  abortion.  Of  these  55  cases,  34  patients  (including  13 
cases  of  septic  abortion)  were  normally  resident  in  the  borough 
and  they  all  recovered. 

8—  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM 

Ten  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  in  all  cases  the 
condition  was  cured  without  any  impairment  of  vision. 

9—  MEASLES 

Throughout  the  year,  232  cases  of  measles  were  notified  ; 
there  were  no  deaths.  In  the  first  quarter  there  were  8 cases,  in 
the  second  quarter  6 cases,  and  in  the  third  quarter  51  ca^es,  and 
in  the  last  quarter  167  cases.  The  epidemic  reached  its  peak  in 
February  1949,  which  is  21  months  after  the  peak  of  the  last 
epidemic  in  May  1947. 
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10— WHOOPING  COUGH 


Notifications  numbered  147  compared  with  68  in  1947  ; there 
were  no  deaths.  The  cases  occurred  uniformly  throughout  the  year. 

11—  PNEUMONIA 

The  number  of  notifications  of  acute  primary  pneumonia 
received  during  the  year  was  18,  of  whom  one  died.  Five  of  these 
cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  all  recovered. 
As  56  patients  died  from  the  disease  and  in  only  one  case  was  the 
death  that  of  a notified  primary  case,  the  disease  appears  to  have 
been  a terminal  complication  in  the  other  fatal  cases. 

12 —  MALARIA 

One  case  was  notified.  The  patient  was1  suffering  from  a 
recurrence  of  an  infection  acquired  abroad. 

13—  FOOD  POISONING 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 


B.— TUBERCULOSIS 

1—  GENERAL 

The  local  arrangements  for  the  prevention,  diagnosis,  and 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  underwent  little  material  change  during 
the  year  although  on  the  5th  July  the  Isolation  Hospital  and 
Sanatorium  at  Tickhill  Road  was  transferred  to  the  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Dr.  Ratner,  the  clinical  tuberculosis 
officer,  became  a consultant  chest  physician  on  the  staff  of  the 
same  Board,  which  will  share  his  services  with  the  local  authority 
on  a basis  which  has  yet  to  be  decided. 

On  the  same  day,  the  payment  of  money  allowances  by  the 
local  authority  to  patients  under  Memorandum  266/T  ceased  and 
was  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance.  Up  to 
4th  July,  £1,187  had  been  paid  to  42  patients  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under 
the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1925, 
or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

2—  STATISTICS 

During  the  year  91  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (56  males 
and  35  females)  and  9 cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (5 
males  and  4 females)  came  to  the  notice  of  the  department. 
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During  the  year,  50  eases  (46  pulmonary  and  4 non- 
pulmonary)  were  removed  from  the  register,  13  on  account  of 
recovery  and  other  reasons  and  35  on  account  of  leath  (33 
pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary) . Of  these  deaths  4 were 
unnotified  cases.  The  following'  table  shows  the  new  cases  and 
mortality  during'  1948  :

ft  will  be  seen  that  the  total  numbers  of  new  cases  of  syphilis 
and  gonorrhoea  were  31  and  78.  In  1947  the  figures  were  29  and 
61  respectively.  During  the  year  706  new  patients  attended 
ante-natal  clinics  and  512  of  these  were  examined  for  evidence  of 
syphilitic  infection.  In  3 cases  the  result  was  positive. 

The  efficacy  of  the  drug's  now  available  for  the  treatment  ol 
venereal  disease  presents  an  opportunity  to  reduce  greatly  the 
number  of  cases  if  every  person  who  is  a source  of  infection  is. 
traced  and  treated  promptly.  With  this  end  in  view  a social  worker 
is  employed  in  this  area  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the 
boroug'h  and  her  services  are  available  at  local  clinics  to  trace 
contacts  and  defaulters.

Section  IV 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


A.— WATER  SUPPLY 

Mr.  W.  H.  Price,  Borough  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer, 
reports  that  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  sources  of  supply 
since  the  last  Annual  Report.  Extensions  of  the  mains  system 
have  taken  place  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  continued  development 
mainly  in  the  Wheatley  Park,  Wheatley  Hills  and  Intake  areas. 

The  sources  of  supply  and  the  quantities,  abstracted  are  shown 
in  the  following  table :

The  quantities  of  water  now  available  have  been  barely 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  area  but  some  progress1  has  been 
made  in  the  works  of  augmentation  and  improvement  authorised 
by  the  1945  Provisional  Order,  although  this  is  necessarily  very 
slow  due  to  the  continued  scarcity  of  labour  and  materials.  The 
development  of  the  new  Rossington  Bridge  Borehole  source  is1 
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progressing,  and  the  two  boreholes  have  been  completed  and  tested 
satisfactorily.  It  is  anticipated  that  at  least  1 million  gallons  per 
day  will  be  obtained  from  this  new  source.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
start  will  be  made  on  the  pumping  station  early  in  the  new  year 
and  a contract  has  been  let  for  the  first  section  of  21  in.  diameter 
pumping  main,  and  also  for  the  pumping  and  ancillary  equipment. 
A further  contract  will  be  placed  shortly  for  the  next  section  of 
the  pumping  main,  but  due  to  difficulties  in  delivery  of  materials 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  this  supply  will  be  available  for  use 
before  early  1951. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Butterbusk  Works 
although  again  this  has  been  slow.  The  contract  for  the  service 
reservoir  is  in  progress  and  should  be  completed  in  1949.  A 
•contract  for  the  pumping  and  delivery  mains  has  been  accepted  and 
on  which  construction  will  commence  in  March,  1949. 

Contracts  have  also  been  placed  for  the  construction  of  the 
water  tower  at  Butterbusk  and  an  additional  pumping  main  from 
Nutwell  to  Armthorpe  water  tower,  but  these  are  awaiting  the 
decision  of  the  Government  priorities  organisation  to  fix  a starting 
date. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  has  been  generally 
satisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  samples  of  water  going  into  supply 
have  been  unsatisfactory  bacteriologically,  later  confirmatory 
samples  have  proved  satisfactory.  A total  of  84  bacteriological 
.samples  have  been  analysed.  Ten  of  these  were  made  on  the  raw 
borehole  water  and  all  were  satisfactory.  Four  samples  were  taken 
on  the  raw  waters  from  the  Firsby  and  Thrybergh  supplies,  two 
•of  these  being  from  small  land  drains  adjacent  to  the  Thrybergh 
Reservoir,  and  as  bacterial  pollution  was  indicated  steps  have  been 
taken  to  divert  these  drains.  Four  samples  were  ~aken  after 
filtration,  but  before  complete  treatment  and  chlorination,  and  one 
of  these  was  not  completely  satisfactory.  Of  the  remaining  samples, 
these  were  all  of  water  as'  supplied,  19  being  taken  at  the 
W arms  worth  wService  Reservoir,  only  one  of  these  showed  the 
presence  of  some  B.Coli,  and  44  at  various  points  in  the  area, 
7 of  which  showed  some  B.Coli  present. 

In  addition  to  the  bacteriological  examination  full  chemical 
.analyses  were  made  on  five  samples,  two  from  raw  borehole  water 
and  the  remainder  on  the  Thrybergh  supply  before  treatment. 

As  hitherto,  no  reports  of  plumbo-solvency  have  been  received, 
nor  is  any  suspected. 

With  the  exception  of  about  twenty  isolated  properties  all 
premises  are  supplied  from  public  water  mains  and  none  by  means 
<of  stand-pipes. 

A pleasing  feature  of  the  water  supply  was  the  continuance 
of  satisfactory  samples,  from  the  Warmsworth  Service  Reservoir 
which  was  a cause  of  some  concern  in  1947. 
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B. —  MAIN  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Mr.  W.  H.  Price  also  reports  that  continued  steady  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  various  schemes  of  main  drainage  and 
sewage  disposal  required  to  cope  with  the  extensive  housing 
development  which  is  taking  place  in  the  north-easterly  parts  of 
the  Borough.  The  extensions  to  the  Sandall  Purification  Works 
have  proceeded,  several  new  filters  have  been  completed  and  the 
humus  tanks  are  partly  completed.  Work  was  commenced  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  on  the  new  outfall  culvert  under  the  canal 
to  discharge  the  final  effluent  into  the  flood  drain. 

Fair  progress  has’  been  made  on  the  two  new  outfall  sewers 
to  the  works  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report,  and  work  has 
been  commenced  on  a new  scheme  to  deal  with  the  anticipated 
development  of  the  Intake  Estate.  This  will  entail  the  construction 
of  a sewage  pumping  station,  together  with  a length  of  pumping 
and  gravitation  main,  which  will  deliver  the  sewage  into  the  low 
level  intercepting  sewer  in  Wheatley  Hall  Road.  This  scheme  also 
includes'  main  surface  water  drainage  discharging  to  an  existing 
surface  water  pumping  station  in  Sandall  Beat  Wood,  which  it 
is  proposed  to  reconstruct  and  enlarge  at  an  early  date. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  flood  relief  schemes 
referred  to  in  last  year’s^  report.  The  first  portion  intended  to 
relieve  the  St.  Helen’s  Road  area  has  been  completed  and 
considerable  work  has  been  completed  on  the  second  part  of  the 
scheme  intended  to  relieve  flooding  in  the  area  around  Imperial 
Crescent. 

C. — REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Mr.  A.  S.  Wilburn,  Cleansing  Superintendent,  reporting  on 
the  work  of  the  department,  which  has  a staff  consisting  of  a 
foreman,  11  drivers  and  36  men,  states  that  sanitary  bins  and 
boxes  were  emptied  weekly,  66  visits  were  made  to  empty  dry 
ashpits  as  also  were  4,346  visits  to  empty  privy  middens,  pail 
closets  and  chemical  closets,  including  temporary  pail  Hosets  at 
race  meeting's  and  on  fair  grounds.

No  effort  has  been  spared  to  obtain  all  available  paper  and 
the  Department  has  arranged  its  prompt  removal  on  enquiry  at 
the  Health  Offices-. 

During  the  year  10  trailers  have  been  purchased  and  apart 
from  the  smart  turnout  instead  of  the  unsightly  sacks  hung  on 
the  back  doors  of  the  vehicles,  they  have  made  the  collection  of 
paper  much  easier  for  the  loaders. 

An  incentive  bonus  was  granted  by  the  Council,  which 
commenced  in  June,  1948,  to  the  refuse  collectors,  drivers  and 
destructor  personnel  for  their  efforts,  in  connection  with  this  work. 
The  bonus  comprises  £2  per  ton  over  57  tons  each  month  and  the 
following  figures  show  the  payments  made  :

5— KITCHEN  WASTE 

This  salvage  has  also  shown  an  increase  of  36  tons-  13  cwts  1 qr

The  communal  bins  used  for  this  salvage  are  emptied  at  least 
twice  weekly,  and  are  cleansed  and  sprayed  regularly. 

Five  hundred  covered  buckets,  were  obtained  for  the  use  of 
householders  on  a certain  district  for  the  collection  of  kitchen 
waste,  but  as  these  were  only  issued  early  in  December,  1948, 
no  records  can  be  submitted  for  this  report.

Thirty-one  samples  were  examined  and  all  satisfied  the 

pres'cribed  tests.  The  results  were  communicated  to  the  Ministry 
of  Food  (Milk  Division). 

Heat  Treated  Milk. 

Fifteen  samples  were  examined  and  two  failed  to  satisfy  the 
prescribed  tests.  In  these  cases,  letters  of  caution  were  sent  to 
the  retailers  and  wholesalers  concerned. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

Six  samples  were  examined  and  one  failed  to  satisfy  the 
prescribed  tests.  The  result  was  communicated  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food  (Milk  Division). 

Undesignated  Milk. 

Forty-five  samples  were  taken  for  plate  count  and  B.  coli, 
and  seventeen  failed  to  satisfy  these  tests.  Letters  of  caution  were 
sent  to  the  retailers  and  the  various  Authorities  for  the  districts 
in  which  the  producers’  premises  were  situated  were  notified  also. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  examined  for 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  one  was  found  to  be  positive.  The  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  immediately  notified.
